The parade went into Madison 
on Route 203, and turned left 
down Third Street, into west 
Madison, north on Madison 
Avenue to 12th Street and then 
to the Madison High School 

All along the parade route, 
well-wishers were standing, 
each with a single index finger 
raised high indicating ‘No. 1."

Mayor Paul Schuler asked a 
crowd of 500 people Friday 
night, gathered in the Granite 
City High School South 
cafeteria, to re-elect him for 
another four years based on his 
accomplishments during his 
first term as mayor and goals 
he has set for a second term. 

Daniel J. Partney challenged 
the mayor's statements and 
spoke of what he considers new 
and different means, not tried 
before, to solve what he 
described as ‘‘a lot of 
problems”. 

A debate format was 
followed, each allowed a 20- 
minute opening statement, 
followed by questions from the 
audience, with a final 15-minute 
statement by each candidate. 

Schuler, speaking first, said, 
“In the four years I've been 
mayor of the City of Granite 
City, the city has applied for 
and received $15 million in 
grants for improvements 
throughout the city.” 

Projects listed as being 
funded were $8,981,175 for the 
Granite City wastewater 
treatment plant, $2,250,000 fer 


construction and $86,000 for 
design of a West Granite rail 
overpass, rehabilitation and 
repair’ of Nameoki area 
sanitary sewers $238,000. , 

Improving signalization and 
improving intersections 
throughout the city | $500,000; 
street signs and striping for 
traffic safety, $72,000; 
televising and grouting of the 
sanitary sewers | system 
throughout the city, |$561,83! 
secruity systems for seni 
citizens, $125,000; repair of

The mayor emphasized that 
city income has increased 
$600,000 a year, and "the money 
is not coming from real estate 
taxes.”” 

“One of the most significant 
accomplishments the past four 
years has been to hold the line 
on taxes,” Schuler said 

The mayor cited increased 
numbers of jobs and the at- 
traction of new businesses and 
industry, such as the new 
Archer-Daniel-Midland soy- 
bean processing plant and the 
multi-million-dollar Crossroads 
Shopping Center. along with 
other projects that have created 
work in various construction 
trades. 

Mayor Schuler noted an in- 
crease in assessed valuation to 
$180 million from $165 million. 

“What this means is that the 
city was able to provide more 
services to the citizens of 
Granite City without increasing~ 
taxes,"' he stressed. 

In Partney’s opening 
remarks, he challenged the 
validity of such  ac- 
complishments. 

He alleged that Maryville 
Road extension costs increased 
$450,000" because of Schuler 
dragging his feet.”’ 

Partney compared the new 
ADM plant with the former 
ADM-Union Starch plant that 
once employed ‘550 people. 

Partney raised an objection 
that the city engineer does not 
live in Granite City and said the 
Crossroads center was un 
derway before May 1973. 

“I would be ashamed to take 
someone to one of our council 
meetings and show the way they 
act. That’s why I do not attend 
council meetings,’’ Partney 
said in explaining allégations of 
“lack of interest in the city 
government.”’

Partney said the way federal 
money has been used, for such 
things as payrolls, is legal but 
not the purpose for which it was 
intended 

He said the city could be 


. $400,000 “‘in the red” within six 


months. 

“Cities must operate on their 
own money. ‘Big Brother 
(federal government) can’t be 
relied on to continue giving out 
money,” the candidate said. 

“We need street .im- 
provements desperately. I 
would work more closely with 
the Southwestern _ Iilinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
‘Commission,”” Partney said. 

He criticized an ambulance 
service being started by the 
city, accusing the ad- 
ministration of “jumping to 
conclusions without un- 
derstanding the entire 
situation.” 

He said that after the first 
year 17 men payed by'a federal 
grant will become city em- 
ployees and the city would have 
to pay their salaries. 

As Partney closed his initial 
remarks, he criticized the 
awarding of sewer break repair 
work to an East St. Louis firm 
under indictment for state road 
construction bid rigging. 

A competing contractor cited 
by Partney as urging re-bidding 
failed to submit a bid during the 
publicly-announced period, the 
mayor said in a reply 

“The problems are many, 
solutions are few, and I want to 
get the city in the black,” 
Partney asserted. ‘I make only 
one campaign promise, to 
devote 100 per cent of my 
energy as mayor.” 

The floor was then opened by 
Moderator Ronald Pennell for 
audience questions, allowing 
two-minute reponses from both 
candidates. 

Partney said, “I have not 
made one job promise to get 
help from’ people,"” but con- 
ceded that friends may have 
He said he would have a citizen 
screening committee and would 
run the city like a business 

Mayor Schuler noted, “In 
1973, we advertistd for three 
months for an engineer from 
Granite City and did not get 
even one application. We went 
to talk to several local persons 
with the qualifications and they 
would not take the job, so we 
were forced to hire someone 
outside the city.” 

Asked, “Why would you not 
let radio broadcast the debate 
here tonight?"’, the mayor said 
“I did not say they could not, 
but when I heard from the 
operator of the station the rules 
had already been established."’ 

Partney said, “I was in favor

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of the radio broadcast and I was 
willing to pay the entire cost. I 
feel it’s vital for the people to 
hear what is said.” 

“Responding to a question, 
Mayor Schuler said, ‘*I received 
ar from the safety 
director of A.O. Smith Cor- 
poration asking us to give 
consideration to an ambulance 
in West Granite. I am sure that 
in the near future there will be 
an ambulance there."’ 

Partney told the debate 
gathering that he would resign 
as a County Board member if 
elected mayor. 

Schulur said, “There are just 
about as many street problems 
in each ward and you must 
remember also that 14 elected 
aldermen help make the 
decision." 

Partney said, ‘$30,000 is not 
much to work With in each 
ward. I would establish a street 
priority project and spend the 
entire $210,000 on a specific 
project.”” 

Partney was asked, “When 
you campaigned for the county 
board you went around Kirk- 
patrick Homes making a lot of 
promises about a playground. 
What happened? 

He replied, “I did not promise 
a playground, but to help clean 
up Kirkpatrick Homes. The 
housing board is appointed by 
the mayor. I have no authority 
there.”’ 


Asked, “Do you plan to turn 
the ambulance service back 
over to Thomas ambulance?" 

Partney said, “I seems a 
shame that a critical issue is 
becoming a campaign issue. 
The city is approaching the 
problem in the wrong means. 

“I would like to see a four- 
township ambulance program. I 
intend to award the ambulance 
service to an outside firm, but 
not Thomas.” 

Schuler said, “I agree this 
should not be a political issue 
and I don’t know why it was 
made one. We have made it 
very obvious that salaries of the 
17 men employed by the city to 
operate the service will be paid 
for by the city in a year. 

“When the ambulance service 
problem was dropped on us and 
we were given only 30 days, we 
had to act for the welfare of the 
citizens.” ¢ 

Partney commented, “I hope 
we have eight new aldermen 
elected. I plan to utilize citizens’ 
committees to gain additional 
impact on the council. I believe 
in harmony with dessension, 
rather than complete har- 
mony.”’ 

Schuler, “‘I find it difficult to 
understand how you can 
operate a city without a good 
working relationship with the 
aldermen, who are elected by 
the people. 

“We have good aldermen and 
I hope all eight are re-elected 
Progress cannot be made if the 
city council is kept in a constant 
state of turmoil by the mayor.” 

Schuler was asked: “‘How can 
a person become in two weeks a 
qualified emergency medical 
technician when I thought the 
program took two years? 

He said, “The director of the 
EMT program in this region 
and the Illinois Public Health 
Department have told us that 
the 81-hour program our men 
are undergoing will make them

agreement terminated the 
threat of a strike which had 
been scheduled at midnight 
tonight if contract terms had 
not been resolved by that time. 

The strike vote was taken on 
Sunday, March 6, and a seven- 
day strike notice delivered to 
company officials on Tuesday, 
March 8. 

A spokesman at the A.O. 
Smith plant said today that 
officials there had no comment 
in regard to the new contract 

The new contract provides a 
wage increase of 65 cents per 
hour for the first year, and 25 
cents per hour each for the 
second and third years, ac- 
cording to Willard Herzing, 
president of Local 1715 UAW 

The contract covers ap 
proximately 1,600 United Auto 
Workers members, he said. 

Fringe benefits included 
provisions for retirement after 
30 years with a schedule of 
retiree payments over a three 
year period and paid-up life 
insurance of $13,000 for retirees, 
an increase from $1,500 in the 
previous contract, Herzing said. 

The new contract also in- 
cludes a full cost-of-living 
clause with wage adjustments 
based on the cost-of-living in- 
dex, he said. 

The insurance provisions also 
include an increase in life in- 
surance from $10,000 in the old 
contract to $13,000, he said. 
Insurance provisions for dental 
care were added. 

“The contract also provides 
many benefits in the way of 
contract language,'’ the union 
president said. 

Negotiations of a new con- 
tract were conducted since the 
expiration of the old contract 
under contract extensions 
allowed by the union on a day- 
to-day basis.

Added time 
to turn in 
student fees 


A policy approved Thursday 
by the Southern Illinois 
University Board of Trustees 
will. grant additional time for 
Students at the local campus, to 
Pay fees 

The new policy will permit 
payment of student fees through 
the second week of classes in a 
quarter. Included in the policy 
is a regulatory fee to be 
assessed students who wait 
until the second week of classes 
to pay fees 

Previously, the university 
required payment of student 
fees in advance. SIUE 
registration occurs during the 
tenth week of the quarter, which 
leaves only two weeks for 
payment of fees for the suc 
ceeding quarter. 

University officers said the 
new policy will be advantageous 
to both students and the 
university. The additional time 
provided may reduce the 
previous tendency toward 
lengthy lines at the busar's 
office, a problem which  in- 
convenienced students and 
overloaded the busar's staff. 

In addition to providing a 
more efficient collection 
Process, the new policy is ex 
pected to assist students who 
haye problems in obtaining 
funds to pay their fees 

The late payment or 
regulatory fee to be assessed 
students who wait until the 
second week of classes is in 
tended to encourage payment 
prior to that time and prevent 
continuation of existing rush 
periods at the busar's office 

Extension of the payment 
deadline will not affect the 
university's reporting of credit 
hours or certification to ex 
ternal agencies regarding 
financial assistance programs 
The official enrollment 
reporting day for the university 
is Friday of the second week of 
classes.

Job prospects 
are brighter in 
technical fields 


Employment prospects for 
some of this year's college 
graduates appear to be shaping 
up as the best in several years, 
according to David Van Horn, 
director. of | University 
Placement Services at SIUE. 
However, prospects may still be 
limited for many graduates in 
non-technical disciplines. 

At the bachelor’s degree 
level, 49 per cent more offers 
were reported than at the same 
time a year ago. At the master’s 
level, volume of offers was up 74 
per cent, and at the doctoral 
level it was 73 per cent higher. 

The number of salary offers 
to women rose 68 per cent over 
last March at the bachelor’s 
degree level. The volume for 
men went up 45_per cent. 

Despite these gains, the 
proportion of women's offers to 
total bachelor’s degree valume 
remained at only 18 per cent, 
Van Horn said. 

At the master’s level, volume 
of offers for women increased 80 
per cent over last year, while 
men received 60 per cent more 
offers. The women's share of 
total volume was up 16 per cent 

All bachelor's disciplines 
benefited from this year's 
increase in employer activity. 
Business disciplines rose 53 
per cent in volume, sciences 
were up 51 per cent and 
engineering categories were 
45 per cent higher. The 

largest increase of all was in 

the humanities and social 
sciences with a 70 per cent 
gain. 

Engineering continued to be 
the functiowal area attracting 
the most employer jnterest. 


Retailers’ t 


Almost half of the offers were 
for engineering positions. 
Accounting and auditing 
contributed to one-fourth of 
the total, with the remainder 
being divided among 21 other 
functional areas. 

Business employers stepped 
up their recruiting the most, 
making 50 per cent more offers 
than last March. 

Volume in the manufacturing 
and industrial groups, as well as 
the non-profit and educational 
institution areas, also went up 
about 50 per cent. But govern- 
mental agencies made only 
slightly more offers than a year 
ago, Van Horn noted. 

Increases in offers were 
registered by aerospace, 
electronics and instruments; 
automotive and mechanical 
equipment; merchandising and 
services; metals and metal 
products; and public utilities 
and transportation. 

Fewer offers than a year ago 
were reported for only three 
types of employers — building 
material manufacturers and 
construction; electrical 
machinery and equipment; and 
research and _ consulting 
organizations 

At the master’s level, the 
master of business ad- 
ministration discipline and the 
sciences recorded the top 
percentage gains in volume. 

At SIUE, the majority of the 
employment offers were in the 
disciplines of engineering and 
business, with most of the 
business recruitment activity 
being in the area of accounting 
and auditing, Van Horn con- 
cluded.

Arab-Israeli course 


t of historical 
stages of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville will 
be offering during spring 
quarter a course on the Arab- 
Israeli crisis in the Middle East, 
to be taught by Samuel B. 
Grant, assistant professor of 
historical studies. 

Offered at Scott Air Force 
Base near Belleville, the course 
will cover two developments 
which, according to Grant, 
‘seem to be at the heart of the 
current Mid-East crisis. 

These are, he said, ‘First, the 
“Arab-Israeli conflict which has 
arisen as a result of the 
mutually conflicting claims of 
two nationalist movements, 
Zionism and Palestinianism, 
over the same territory. And 
second, the struggle for oil and 
the fact that the Perisian Gulf 
region has become one of the 
world’s. greatest sources of 
petroleum.” 

Grant said emphasis will be 
placed on the former and added 
that this will include an 
“analysis and evaluation of 
Jewish nationalism, or 
Zionism; Arabism; Palestine 
under the British Mandate; the 
creation of the state of Israel; 
Arab-Isreeli relations from 1948 
and 1976; and Palestinianism. 

“The purpose of this course,” 
said Grant, ‘is not to determine 
who.is right and who is wrong! 
for both sides can reach with 
assurance to some authoritative 
source — legal as well as moral 
— to support their position 

“Rather the e is to 
understand the claims, actions, 
and tangible interests of all 
parties involved ... . the Israelis, 
the surrounding Arab states, 
the Palestinians, and the world 
powers.”” 

Grant said the course has 
been taught “off and on” at 
SIUE for'four to six years. He 
said it is considered a history 
course rather than a govern- 
ment course because, ‘The 
roots of the controversy go way 
back,” with all local parties 
having claims, secular and 
religious, that go back as far as 
Biblical times. 

The course content is 
fascinating to Grant, he said, 
because, ‘The Mid-East war is 
a living controversy,” with 
legitimate claims being made 
by the Arabs and Jews. 

It is, however, he said, ‘‘very 
hard to objectively learn about 
the controversy and be 
unemotional about it.” 

Students all have their own 
feelings about the Mid-East 
crisis, ac¢ording to Grant. He 
said that to take his class out of 
this “‘subjective’’ state of mind, 


he begins the course by having 
all students get “everything off 
their chests’ on how they feel 
about the Mid-East war, 

He said, ‘The purpose of this 
course is not to arouse 
emotions, but rather to analyze 
and evaluate our emotions and 
the emotions of the Middle East 
participants as well.”” 

Since the oil-rich Arab 
countries are fighting with 
Israel, how does this small yet 
militarily strong country get 
oil? “From Iran,” said Grant. 
And, according to him, the 
Western world had altered its 
stand for Israel slightly because 
of the need to import oil from 
the Arab countries. 

The United States is 
“divided,” said Grant, It feels 
the importance to remain on 
good relations with the Arab 
countries because of oil, but it 
also feels a Comradeship toward 

Israel because it is one of the 
last “truly democratic nations” 
in the Middle East. 

Grant said that the U.S. is in 
an awkward position because 
any action taken toward one 
country is criticized by the 
other country. 

He also said that as it stands 
today, the U.S. is about the only 
nation that stands behind 
Israel. Reasons for this will be 
explored in the course. 

What does the future look like 
for the Arabs, Palestinians, and 
Israelis? Grant said, ‘Barring 
a catastrophe or miracle,” the 
controversy won't be solved for 
a long time. 

He also said it is not in the 
power of the U.S. to solve it. 

Grant said he feels the 
responsibility is primarily up to 
the Israelis to make the 
primary concession, par- 
ticularly territorially, but in no 
way does this mean that Israel 
shouldn't exist as a nation. 

The course will meet on 10 
consecutive Wednesdays bet- 
ween March 30 and June 1 from 
5 to9 p.m. Grant said time will 
be set aside in each class period 
for both lectures and discussion.

Parente said his department 
has completed arrangements 
for three separate operating 
points, with one ambulance held 
in reserve. 

Ambulances will operate out 
of a station at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, at the No. 1 Fire 
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Ambulances arrive 


Station at 23rd Street and 
Madison Avenue, and at the No. 
2 Fire Station at Richmond 
Avenue and Johnson Road. 

Ambulance service will be 
available by calling 877-4747, 
Parente said. 

While ambulances are to 
operate primarily in Granite 
City under terms of a grant, the 
local ambulances will make 
calls to other points in instances 
in which service is not available 
from Thomas Ambulance 
Service, which still is operating 
two ambulance units.

2 Trojans leave on 


MHS wins 65-61 in overtime 


Many a potential state 
champion basketball team has 
lost the chance by being upset in 
the pressure-packed semifinals, 
and Saturday afternoon's game 
proved to be a severe test for 
Madison's champion Trojans, 
who survived 65-61 in overtime 

Eldorado's inspired play was 
a factor, and foul trouble burt 
the Trojans, who also were hurt 
by a thoughtless comment in 
Saturday's Champaign-Urbana 
News-Gazette. 

Discussing Madison's 65-49 
quarterfinal win over Morrison, 
the News-Gazette sports editor 
wrote, “The romping triumph 
provided a moment of high 
exaltation for a small com- 
munity that receives its ‘highs’ 
from unemployment checks and 
food stamps.” 

Fans and players from the 
hard-working and proud city 
here reacted furiously to the 
insult and channeled their 
response into the form of 
winning basketball. in the two 
remaining games. 

The Trojans led Eldorado 18 
13 after the first period but the 
Eagles, making their third 
consecutive state tourney ap- 
pearance, moved ahead 31-29 at 
the half and then 47-43. 

This forced Madison to out- 
score Eldorado 1612 in the 
fourth quarter in order to 
salvage a 59-59 tie. 

“We didn’t play well and we 
had serious trouble due to fouls 
on our big guys’’—Randall 
Jones, 6-5, and Rodney Davis, 6- 
3, victorious Coach Larry 
Graham noted. 

The opposing strategy was to 
try to render Madison's “in- 
side" game ineffective, on the 
theory that outside shooting 
would be more difficult for the 
Trojans. It was for a while, due 
to occasional cold spells, but 
MHS persisted and forced 
critical errors by Eldorado in 
the closing moments. 

“We work in practice on the 
last two minutes of the game,” 
Graham confided to newsmen, 
and the practice-that-makes- 
perfect paid off handsomely. 

What the Trojans don’t 
practice is committing fouls, 
but the calls against them oc 
curred frequently Saturday 
afternoon at Champaign. 

Devis fouled with 5:47 and 
1:59 left in the first quarter and 
picked up his third personal foul

Jets expand 
instruction at 
Parks College 


Donation of six Pratt & 
Whitney jet engines to Parks 
College of St. Louis University 
has given Parks the status of 
being the only school in the 
country able to offer modern 


turbo-jets to its students for 


instruction, a spokesman told 
the Press-Record Wednesday. 

Gifts from the Continental Gti 
Co. the jets will increase 
training in areas usually limited 
by the $25,000 to $30,000 per jet 
cost. The donation was made 
through C. F. Zimmerman, 
manager of the Aviation 
Department of Continental Oil, 
who called Parks College “one 
of the largest aviation-related 
schools in existence’’ and said 
he has been “impressed with 
the school."’ 

The equipment will give the 
college greater capacity to 
study and test first-hand the 
definitive line of aircraft power- 
plants: turbo-jets, turbo-props 
and turbo-shafts. 

The donated items, six JT-12 
turbo-jets plus cowling and 
thrust reversers for four of the 
engines, will be used for hands- 
on ground instruction in the 
aircraft maintenance depart- 
ment. Instruction will cover 
operation rigging, 
troubleshooting and condition 
monitoring, 

Parks students also will 
perform classic inspections on 
the engines, partially 
disassembling and test-running 
the jets. 

In preparation for their 
arrival, the college has built six 
test cells — two of them with jet 
thrust beds — for securing, 
operating and testing engines. 
All of the test equipment, in- 
strumentation and welding 
work was done by students at 
Parks. The test cells are ex- 
pected to be operable in June.

housing area 


Authorization to spend yp to 
$15,000 for a school- bus to- 
provide transportation seryices- 
between the Tower Lake! 
housing complex and) academic- 
core buildings at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward-- 
sville was granted Thursday by- 
the SIU Board of Trustees. 

Funding for the purchase will 
be provided by the Student 
Welfare and Recreational 
Facility Building Trust Fund. 

To provide for future pur 
chases of buses, the SIUE, 
Housing Office will develop and 
accumulate capital of $1,500 per 
year. Maintenance and 
operation of the bus will be 
financed through a user fee 
assessed the riders.

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Seek fairer treatment of 
‘women victims of crimes 


Attorney General William J. 
Scott on Thursday called for 
bolstering the Crime Victims 
Compensation Act to make the 
coverage fair for women vic- 
tims of crime. 

The Illinoisan said that, under 
the present statute, women who 
are victims or rapists are 
denied benefits for medical bills 
incurred for psychiatric 
counseling. 

Scott's new legislation would 
provide that rape victims would 
receive coverage for such care, 
for up to a year afterward. 

He said another “women's 
amendment” would provide 
that a housewife would be 
regarded as a wage earner for 
purposes of establishing loss of 
earnings if she were injured by 
a criminal to the extent she 
could not perform her duties. 

Scott said, “Presently, the 
law seems to assume that the 
woman who maintains a home 
isn't doing anything productive, 
in terms of wage values 

“We all know that raising a 
family and maintaining a 
household is valuable. The loss 
of her efforts creates a real 
impact on the family's 
economic standing 

“Admittedly, housewives 
raising families are not a 
significant percentage of peop'- 


victimized by crime. However, 
the growing pattern of home- 
invasion crimes and randam 
assaults creates enough 
tragedies that we have to 
recognize how our present law 
discriminates against women 
with family-oriented careers.” 

He said his previously an- 
nounced proposals anfending 
the Crime Victims Act would 
help provide financing for the 
bolstered coverage he seeks. 

Scott a few weeks ago an- 
nounced several “crime pays 
back”” amendments to the law 
by which a 10 per cent sur- 
charge would be placed on all 
fines for criminal * offenses, 
misdemeanors and major 
traffic violations. 


Also criminals qualifying for 
parole or court-ordered 
probation could be required to 
make restitution to the state for 
money paid to the criminal’s 
victims, at the discretion of the 
Parole Board or court 

Among other Scott amend- 
ments to the Compensation Act 
is a provision that crime vic- 
tims be notified by law en- 
forcement officials, and signs 
posted in medical emergency 
wards, of their possible rights to 
compensation 

He called this provision “the

The Illinois Senate on 
Thursday passed 52-0 and sent 
to the House legislation spon- 
sored by Senator Sam M. 
Vadalabene, Democrat, 
Edwardsville, enabling the 
federal government to begin a 
million-dollar mine subsidence 
repair demonstration project in 
the Maryville-Belleville area 

The bill paves the way for 
cooperation between state and 
federal agencies in the 
federally-financed project to 
combat mine subsidence, which 
involves cave-ins and settling of 
ground above shaft-minded 
areas. Vadalabene pointed out 
that Maryville and Belleville 
have suffered damage to homes 
and businesses totaling hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

SB 178 allows the state 
Department of Mines and 
Minerals to enter a mine 
without consent after it’ has 
been determined that- repair 
work is needed to avoid further 
damage. However, a hearing to 


determine the existence of 
potential damage, followed by a 
30-day period for repair by the 
mine company, must take place 
before the mine may be en- 
tered. 

This provision, Sen. 
Vadalabene said, specifically 
enables the state to enter three 
area sites so that the US. 
Bureau of Mines may begin a 
refilling project. 

“If this project is not begun 
immediately,” he commented, 
“the state could lose the entire 
$3.25 million project. It is vitally 
needed and entirely funded 
“he federal government. It 
would be ridiculous not to take 
advantage of this chance To 
alleviate costly damage to 
homes and businesses in 
Madison and St. Clair Counties. 

“The initial work will cost $1 
million, and Congressman 
Melvin Price wants to put the 
balance in the federal budget 
for future work. This’ must be 
done quickly; therefore, it is

Joan Anderson

Joan Anderson has become a 
political professional in the 
years since her election to the 
1970 Constitutional Convention. 

That was her first election 
and her first experience of 
government service. 

She later was a trustee of the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District 
of Greater Chicago, one of only 
two Republicans elected 
county-wide in Cook. 

She resigned that post to 
become director of the State 
Department of Registration and 
Education in the administration 
of Gov. James Thompson. 

Before her election to the 
Constitutional Convention, Mrs. 
Anderson's experience in public 
affairs was as a volunteer in the 
League of Women Voters and 
the American Association of 
University Women 

She was a mémber of the 
board of directors of the League 
of Women Voters of Peoria 
when the Anderson family lived 
there and has served on the 
Cook County and Illinois boards 
of the League 

She enjoyed the “uniqueness” 
of the Constitutional Convention 
where a new constitution was 
hammered out over a period of 
eight months 

However, her greatest en 
joyment was her service as a 
trustee of the Sanitary District. 

“T had a chance of being in. 
volved in things that needed to 
be done, things that affect 
people's lives.” 

Her eyes sparkled as she 
talked about dealing with the 
day-to-day problems of the 
giant sanitary district. 

“There was __ nothing 
theoretical about it,”’ she said. 
Everything from civil service 
tests of job applicants to 
residents’ reports of flooded 
basements came across her 
desk 

She made her first statewide 
race in the 1976 primary as a 
candidate for the Republican 
nomination for lieutenant 
governor, losing to the present 
lieutenant governor, Dave 
O'Neal. 

Her approach to her 
duties at Registration and 
Education will be cautious. She 
has a personal rule against 
“solving a problem by creating 
a problem,” she said. 

“I'm not an experimenter. I 
want to make things work.

During a two-year, 
longitudinaf study of the impact 
of divorce’ on family — in- 
cluding the often ignored 
husband-father — functioning 
and interactions, Dr.

Child abuse, ERA are 
topics at conference 


The Illinois Federation of 
Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs, Inc. conducted 
its 12th annual Legislative 
Conference at the Forum 30 
Plaza in Springfield 

A total of 400 BPW members 
from all sections of the state 
attended including 17 members 
of the Granite City Business and 
Professional Women's Club. 

Illinois Governor James R. 
Thompson, the keynote 
speaker, advised the group he 
would submit an austerity 
budget to the legislature in an 
attempt to curtail spending, 
thus alleviating any need to 
raise taxes 

Other speakers included State 
Rep. Susan Cantania (R - 22nd 
District), who spoke on the 
Illinois Commission on the 
Status of Women; and Julie 
Hamos attorney at the 
Legislative Support Center, who 
topic was “Domestic Violence. 

Of special interest to the local 
BPW members was a 
presentation made by Anne 
Follis, president of Housewives 
for ERA, who discussed the 
Equal Rights Amendment and 
stated, “‘Homemakers need the 
ERA 

“Those who devote their 
lives, their energies and their 
skills to their families need the 
protection of the law in respect 
to extablishing the fact that 
their homemaking services are 
valuable contributions to the 
support of the family.” 

Mrs. Follis continued, 
“Homemakers earn their way 
in the family and should be 
entitled to both financial sup- 
port anda share in the decisions 
affecting the family’s way of 
life. 

“Divorce 
presently 


laws do not 
recognize the 
homemaker's —_contribution,"’ 
Mrs. Follis stated. ‘Courts 
should take into consideration 
the wifes contribution as 
homemaker when dividing up 
property. Homemakers do not 
have the full protection of the 
law, thus ERA is needed to 
assure it,”’ she stressed 
Associate Professor Frank 
Osanka, undergraduate 
director of the Institute for 
Studies in Social Justice at 
Lewis University, Lockport, 
Il, delved ‘inte problems of 
child abuse, noting that 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare figures 
indicate perhaps five children a 
day perish and 12 per day suffer 
permanent brain damage 
directly related to abuse. 
“Child abuse is a widespread 
problem affecting people from 
every socio-economic level,” 


Prof. Osanka said. While there 
has been progress in the area of 
child abuse reporting and 
prevention, much more needs to 
be done, he said. 

The speaker described his 
participation in a conference in 
Philadelphia called to draft a 
“Declaration of Independence 
For Children,” including a 
Children’s Bill of Rights 

At the conference, Prof. 
Osanka worked with a group of 
56 prominent Americans 
seeking support for a Cabinet 
post to represent children's 
interest 

Rap sessions held during the 
two-day meeting focused on 
such subjects as ‘‘Our 
Legislative Platform and You" 
with Rep. Jane Barnes, 
Evergreen Park, ‘Lobbying 
and ERA” with Edveta Wolf, 
Oak Brook; ‘Estate Plannin; 
with Betty Yohnka, Morriss; 
and “Social Justice’? with 
Shirley Pressgrove of Mount 
Vernon.

To date, most research on 
divorce had focused on divorced 
mothers and children and had 
employed a descriptive ap 
proach by comparing the 
characteristics of divorcees and 
their children to those of 
mothers and children in intact 
homes. 

Dr. Hetherington’s findings 
“explode the myth that divorce 
readily leads to the joys and 
delights of self-discovery and

Instead, the psychologist 
found that the restabilization 
process for all family members 
is long, stressful and traumatic. 

The divorced parents ex- 
perienced their first stresses in 
areas related to financial and 
occupational problems, in 
addition to vexations in running 
@ household. 

Divorced fathers and mothers 
were found to be more 
disorganized than married 
individuals. In separated 
households, meals and bed- 
times were more erratic. 

Divorced men and women 
reported “feeling immobilized 
by emotional problems and 
unable to work effectively.” 

While more than a fourth of 
the divorced men and women 
reported an ebullient sense of 
freedom immediately after the 
divorce, at the end of one year 
this enthusiasm had been 
replaced by depression, anxiety 
and feelings of incompetency in 
social situations and 
heterosexual relations 

Dr. Hetherington’s adult 
subjects emphasized their 
loneliness and expressed a need 
for intimate, not casual, 
relationshij 

The children of divorce 
exhibit more negative behavior 
than do children of intact 
families, and the University of 
Virginig researchers do not 
solely attribute this to the 
deteriorated parenting prac- 
tices of the distraught parents. 

Although ‘custédy of all the

children studied had been 
awarded to the mother, the 
researchers found that both 
parents made ‘fewer |maturity 
demands of their children, 
communicated less well, tended 
to be less affectionate, and 
showed marked inconsistency 
in discipline and lack of control 
over ir children jin com- 

to. parents in intact 
families.” 

Divorced mothers are ‘hore 
restrictive and ae ie 
particularly wit 
This curious finding i “pelp 
explain why the adverse effects 
of divorce are more s@vere and 
long lasting for boys |than for 
girls, the study concluded. 

Divorced fathers who do not 
have custody of the children are 
initially extremely permissive 
and indulgent — éxhibiting a 
“Christmas every; day” 
behavior. With time, 
fathers become less nurturant 
and more negative ‘and 
detached from their ‘children. 

Children of divorce| tend to 
disobey or largely ignore their 
mothers during the first year 
after divorce. The agfression of 
boys with divorced | mothers 
peaks at one year but, even at 
two years, remains higher than 
that of boys in intact families. 

The investigators found that 
the second year after divorce is 
a time of marked recovery for 
parents and children in almost 
all areas. Unfortunately; most 
couples, when initiating a 
divorce, are not prepared for 
the long and extremely painful 
course to recovery and family 
restabilization, it was found. 

Dr. Hetherington emphasizes 
that although in some cases 
divorce is “often a positive 
solution to’ destructive family 
functioning,"’ the dissolution 
always represents immediate 
crisis 

In view of current predictions 
that 40 per cent of all new 
marriages will end in divorce, 
the researchers regard divorce 
as ‘“‘one of the most, serious 
crises in contemporary 
American life.”’

Child care tax credit explained 


Payments for child care 
services made to relatives by 
working parents may not 
necessarily qualify for the new 
child care credit, the Internal 
Revenue Service is advising 
Quad-Cityans. 

Available for the 1976 income 
tax returns now being filed, the 
credit has been misunderstood 
by some working parents who 
believe it covers payments to all 
relatives for child care to allow 
the tax payer to be gainfully 
employéd, an IRS spokesman 
said 

Under the law, payments for 
child care expenses to relatives 
can qualify for the credit only 
if: (1) the relative cannot be 
claimed as a dependent; and (2) 
the relative works for the 
taxpayer and the service 
qualifies as employment sub- 
ject to Social Security tax 
withholding. 

Payments made toa parent of 
the taxpayer for child care may 
qualify for the credit only if the 
two conditions mentioned above 
are met and: (1) the taxpayer 
has a child in the home who is

under age 15 or who is disabled 
and requires the personal care 
of an adult for at least four 
continuous Weeks in the 
calendar quar’er in which the 
service is rendered; and (2) the 
taxpayer is widowed, divorced 
or married to someone who is 
disabled and incapable of 
taking care of the child for at 
least four continuous weeks in 
that calendar quarter. The child 
must be caret for in the tax- 
payer's home. 

Payments to a sister working 
for the taxpayer would qualify 
for the credit if the two con- 
ditions for relatives mentioned 
previously are met. 

However, if the sister 
operated a’ day-care nursery, 
payments for care would not 
qualify for the credit because 
the sister is self-employed. The 
service is not employment 
subject to Social Security tax 
withholding 

On the other hand, if the sister 
operated the day-care center in 
partnership with an individual 
not related to the taxpayer, 
payments for child care would 
qualify because the payments 
are made to a partnership and 
not to a related person. 

Generally, taxpayers who 
incur expenses for the care of 
children or disabled dependents 
in order to be gainfully em- 
ployed can take a tax credit 
equal to 20 per cent of their 
costs, up to a maximum credit 
of $400 for one dependent and 
$800 for two or more 


Previously, taxpayers were 
entitled to a deduction rather 
than a credit 

For more detailed in 
formation on claiming the child 
care credit, local taxpayers 


may use the other blank that 
came in their tax forms 
package to request a free copy 
of IRS Publication 503, ‘Child 
Care and Disabled Dependent 
Care.”

ISU will 
phase out 
2 schools 


Ilinois State University of 
ficials announeed late last week 
that because of budgetary 
cutbacks, it will be necessary to 
phase out the university's 
laboratory schools as units of 
the university oyer the next two 
to three years. 

The announcement was made 
to faculty of University High 
School and Metcalf Elementary 
School by ISU Vice President 
and Provost James M. Horner. 
Parents were notified through a 
letter sent home with their sons 
and daughters. 

Termination of the laboratory 
schools as operating units of the 
university will end a 
relationship and function which 
began more than a century ago, 
in 1859, two years after the 
founding of ISU. 

Then known as “the model 
school," the two facilities grew 
to become integral parts of the 
university's teacher education 
programs. 

While there have been 
enrollment reductions in recent 
years due to a Board of Higher 
Education directive, there are 
currently 450 students at 
University High School, in- 
cluding 2i in special education. 
Metcalf has 405 students from 
pre-school through eighth 
grade, including 64 in special 
education. 

Horner said the action is 
necessitated by the decision of 
the Illinois Office of Education 
that contractual arrangements 
between Bloomington District 
87 and Unit District 5 and the 
university will not be permitted 
in the future. That in 
terpretation will result in a 
reduction of revenue for the 
laboratory schools of $486,000 
next year, he added. 

“The university simply does 
not have resources to reallocate 
to the laboratory schools,"’ the 
provost said. ‘Other programs 
are understaffed and seriously

the necessary reductions. 

Since ISU cannot retain funds 
from tuition charges to 
students, the reductions cannot 
be offset by increased costs td 
enrolled students. 

Provost Horner) added, 
“Because of the severity of this 
course of action, its effects on 
the viability of the laboratory 
schools in _relation to their 
mission within the institution, 
and the effects it will have on 
the programs of the laboratory 
schools and the children who 
atténd them, there appears to. 
be no reasonable alternative to 
phasing out the laboratory 
schools, as units, of the 
university.” 

To minimize the impact- on 
program quality and the hard- 
ship on students, Horner is 
appointing a committee to plan 
for the phasing-out process.

the hospital expansion. 

The Health Systems Agency 
has been designated by the 
federal government as the St 
Louis metropolitan area's 
regional health systems agency 
under the National Health 
Planning and Development Act 
of 1974. 

McComb noted during the 
hearing that the testimony 
given in Thursday night's 
hearing pertains to permits for 
$10,219,116 of the total estimated 
enlargement cost, involving 
laboratory, X-ray, radiology 
and other technical facilities. 

A permit for construction of a 
50-bed psychiatric hospital and 
for renovation and enlargement 
of the medical records 
department, medical library 
and physicians’ lounge already 
has been granted by the state 
health facilities board. These 
phases of the program were not 
involved in the hearing 

Also not affected by 
testimony given in the Thur- 
sday night hearing are plans for 
@ new main entrance, lobby 
business office, coffee and gift 
shop and admitting department 
which will be built ina new one- 
story structure adjacent to the 
Doctor’s Wing (21st and Iowa 
streets area) 

Jason Blake, assistant vice 
president of St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, reviewed existing 
facilities are inadequate to 
meet present needs and future 
demands.” 


He said the hospital ad- 
ministration is basing its ex- 
pansion plans on the results of a 
survey made over a period of 
years by CHI Systems, a health 
care consulting firm of Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 

Blake added that expansion in 
nuclear medicine, addition of 
physician's offices to the 
hospital complex, acquisition of 
sophisticated diagnostic 
equipment, an increase in 
community demands and 
growth in the size of the staff 
are among reasons for -the 
expansion program. 

Leo H. Konzen, a Granite City 
attorney and a member of the 
hospital board of directors, 
commented that he is aware of 
the need for planning to meet 
future needs and that facilities 
in the health care field “‘must be 
constantly updated.”* 

He said the St. Elizabeth 
Hospital board is cognizant of 
growing needs and as a result 
“has studied expansion 
projections for the past year 
and a half.”" 

A need to progressively 
develop mental care “and not 
return to the Dark Ages,’ was 
cited by Dr. George T. Wilkins 
Jr., a physician, in support of 
additional psychiatric care 
facilities at the hospital 

Expansion of such facilities 
will attract more psychiatrists 
to the hospital, which already 
has more psychiatrists on the 
staff than any other hospital in 
this Illinois region, Dr. Wilkins, 
testified 

I am aware of the criticism 
of hospital cost,” he said, noting 
that ‘‘we must have the 
facilities to keep the cost 
down." He said he has little 
doubt that eventually there will 
be some form of government 
insurance and “‘we must have 
the facilities to provide care for 
the people.”

Hearing on nursing 
home is cancelled 


A public bearing scheduled at 
8:30 p.m. Thursday ‘on a 
proposal to build a 176-bed 
nursing home in the 2900 block 
of Mockingbird Lane | was 
cancelled Thursday, only a few 
hours before the hearing was to 


open. 

Cancellation of the hearing 
was announced by Robert 
McComb, health economist of 
the Greater St. Louis Health 
Systems Agency, who was to 
conduct the hearing. McComb 
made the announcement at a 6 
p.m. public hearing held in the 
city Council chambers Thur- 
sday on a proposal for an $18 
million renovation and 
enlargement of St. Elizabeth 
Hospital 

McComb said his office’ had 
received work from Springfield, 
Ml. at 3 p.m. Thursday that the 
hearing would not be held. The 
hearing had been scheduled by 
the Health Systems Agency on 
an application of the Iinois 
Health Facilities Planning 
Board. 

Jerry Maeras of Madison, 
developer of the nursing home 
project, said the original ap- 
plication for a permit to build 
the facility was withdrawn 
Thursday and replaced by an 


application under another 
section of the Illinois Health 
Facilities Planning Act which 
does not require a public 
hearing. 

Maeras’ attorney, James 
Massa, Collinsville, explained 
that a permit for the nursing 
home construction first was 
filed under a section of the 
health planning act that 
required a public hearing, 
which had been scheduled 
Thursday, but that a permit is 
now sought under a section of 
the act that does not require a 
hearing. 

There is no change in the 
status of the project, Maeras 
said. The proposal has bee: 
approved by city officials who 
have accepted sewer plats and 
an agreement under which the 
facility would revert to the city 
after construction bonds are 
paid off in 20 years. 

Massa said the change in 
applications for a permit that 
will not require a hearing will 
speed up state authorization of 
the program. Massa said he 
expects word on state action 
within two weeks, whereas the 
procedure under the hearing 
section of the act would involve 
a matter of months.
